I realized that I never got back to 
you on this conceptual design. In general, the parking guidance sign 
design looks good. Here are my comments: 

1. Please ask your graphics designer to insert the City Seal at the top of 
the sign. Submit the high quality digital and editable file of the sign to be 
used for fabrication. 

2. Modify the design of the sign to be two pieces with the arrow as a 
separate sign. As lots join or drop out, we can keep the main sign and 
replace the arrow sign. 

3. Propose dimensions for the sign. 

4. Submit a map showing the proposed locations. 

Once we have an acceptable design, we will fabricate and post. Do you 
know if the program agreement for the lots participants has been drafted 
and/or signed?

Per our conversation this morning, attached is the approval document 
we received from LADOT regarding our wayfinding program. Also 
attached is the draft art for our $5 After 5PM parking program.
